The rain in the dry belt has ap- 
preciably reduced soil drifting, 
however some damage occurred 
in the Peace River country. These 
fields are making a rapid recov- 
ery. Good general rain would 
brighten prospects.

SHANGGHAIL, June 15--Both 
Chinese and Japanese armies 
were fleeing today before a 
Yellow river flood that could not 
be stopped either by guns or 
bombs, 

Spilling through immense 


breaches in the river dikes be- 
tween Chengchow and Kaifeng, 
the flood waters rolled for miles 
across the flat plains of Honan 
province, recognizing no man- 
made barriers and carrying dis- 


aster to millions of Chinese 
peasants as well as to armies, 

Japanese war dispatches said 
fully 300,000 Chinese civilians 
had been made homeless and 
estimated 150,000 civilians had 
drowned. Hundreds of floating 
corpses were declared visible. 
Japanese troops were participat- 
ing feverishly in building rafts 
in an effort to save Chinese pea- 
sants stranded on high ground 
and house-tops.

PROPOSED FOR 
PEN CONTROL 


Royal Commission Pro- 
poses Complete Reform 
Of Penal Institutions | 


OTTAWA, June 15.—A_ three- 
man commission to administer 
Canada’s penal system was recom- 
mended in a report tabled in the 
House of Commons Tuesday by 
Justice Minister Ernest Lapointe. | 
A royal commission headed by 
Mr. Justice Joseph Archambault of 
the Quebec Superior Court, recom- 
mended retirement of Major-Gen-| 
eral D. M. Ormond, superintendent | 
of penitentiaries, 

It suggested transfer from the! 
penitentiary service of Inspector J.) 
D. Dawson. In addition, the com- 
mission found against the wardens 
at Collin’s Bay and Saskatchewan, | 
deputy wardens at Dorchester and 
Kingston, and 10 other prison offi-/| 
cials ranging from chaplains and 
librarians to chief keepers. 4 


REPLACE SUPERINTENDENT | 


The three-man commission would | 
replace the superintendent and 
three inspectors now managing the 
penitentiaries under the minister of 
justice, In addition, it would act 
as a central parole board and ad- 
minister remissions and tickets-of- 
leave, at present separate branches 
of the department. 

Centralization of the entire 
penal system of Canada under 
the Dominion, was another recom- 
mendation. The provinces would 
retain only sufficient institutions 
to accommodate those convicted 
under provincial laws, or those 
on short sentences or remand. 

The commission suggested an 
immediate conference between the 
Dominion and provinces to draft 
centralization plans. 


IMPOSSIBLE TO REDUCE 

“It is impossible,” an official 
summary of the report said, “to 
reduce crime appreciably or to re- 
organize satisfactorily the penal) 
system of Canada under divided 
jurisdiction with the consequent} 
lack of proper classification and 


segregation, lack of uniformity of | 
treatment and without continuity | 
of policy. | 

“Wasteful duplication of penal 


establishments is the cause of un- 
necessary expense and the lack of 
uniform classification and treatment 
under divided jurisdiction is the 
cause of increased recidivism.” 


FALSE IMPRESSION 

The report found a false impres- 
sion had been created that the 
English Borstal system of segregat- 
ing juvenile offenders had been | 
copied in Canadian penitentiaries. | 

“The commission believes,” the | 
official summary read, “it would 
be impossible to put the Borstal 
system of training into effect in 
Canadian penitentiaries and re- 
formatories and regret that judges 
have been misled into sentencing 
youths to these institutions under 
the impression they would receive 
training.” | 


BORSTAL UNITS 
The difficulty of adopting 


| 
the 


Borstal system in Canada was 
largely geographical. The commis- 
sion recommended, however, the 


creation of a Borstal unit of three | 
Separate sections in Quebec and 
another in Ontario and that other | 
units be established in the Mari- | 
times, prairie provinces and British | 
Columbia. 

In addition to Mr. Justice Arch- 
ambault, J.C. McRuer, Toronto and 
R. W. Craig, Winnipeg, were mem- 
bers of the commission, They con- 
sulted penologists in England, 
Europe and United States, visited | 
113 institutions in nine countries | 
and took evidence from 1,840 in- | 
mates and 200 officers. 

Here are some of the other re- | 
commendations and findings of the 
commission? 


TOO MUCH BEATING 

There has been too much corporal 
punishment in penitentiaries and it 
should be reserved for mutiny, in- 
citement to mutiny and assaulting 
officers or prisoners, 

The strap or paddle used to lash 
a convict was condemned. 

Prison offences should be tried 
before a court of three officers with 
the right of appeal. 

A board of visitors, consisting of a} 
judge, social worker and medical 
man, should inspect prisons, hear 
grievances and report to the prison 
commission, 


BRUTAL TREATMENT 

It was found the investigation by 
General Ormond into the 1932 King. 
ston riots “was entirely inadequate 
and that there was brutal and ishu- 
man treatment of prisoners which 
called for searching inquiry and the 
fixing of responsibility .. .” 

There should be scientific classi- 
fication and segregation of prison-| 
ers, involving special treatment of 
youths and first offenders, the re- 
moval of insane and habitua) of- 
fenders to separate institutions, seg- 
regation of the mentally deficient | 
and classification of the remaining} 
prisoners by previous record, social | 
habits, physical condition, education 
and aptitudes. 


MORE RECREATION 

Prisoners should have more fa- | 
cilities for recreation, not to amuse | 
them but to strengthen their phy- 
sique and morale and to combat 
prison psychosis, There should be | 
more concerts and lectures, a 


weekly newspaper, provision — for 
outdoor exercises, indoor games, |

The railways which comprise the Na- 
tional system were not built to minimize 
the expenditure of railway money. Had 
that been the object in view, the mono- 
poly of the Canadian Pacific should never 
have been interfered with, for under it 
railway expenditure was reduced to the 
irreducible minimum. , 

The new lines were built to give ser- 
vice where a_ privately-owned ‘railway 
could not be expected to give it, and to 
thus facilitate and assist in the develop- 
ment of territory lying outside the area in 
which the C. P. R. operated or showed any 
intention to operate; including the vast 
wilderness which then surrounded Ed- 
monton. 

That is still a primary function of the 
National system, a function which it is 
only able to discharge because it is a na- 
tional, and not a privately-owned, system. 
That it is unable to secure revenue enough 
to pay interest on the investment is proof 
that service, and not profits, is the end in 
view. The National deficits which the 
taxpayers make up every year is a price 
they pay for the privilege of having rail- 
way trains running where they otherwise 
could not and would not run. And only 
because trains are running in these par- 
tially developed areas is there a chance 
there for enterprise, investment, wealth- 
production and business expansion. 

If the two systems were scrambled, 
the management—however  well-inten- 
tioned — would be divided in sympathy 
between the duty to give service to the 
public where it could not be immediately 
profitable, and the desire to earn divi- 
dends for the holders of railway securi- 
ties. 

Which interest would win out in a con- 
test of that kind the sponsors of unifica- 
tion have no doubts. They are not aim- 
ing at unification in order to make the 
railways the instruments of national de- 
velopment, but to curtail services in order 
to gain profits for share-holders and bond- 
holders. That is the point the public 
should keep in mind.

Pain is an indication of pressure or irritation 
of a nerve or nerves, It may be difficult to know 
what is causing pain in any particular case, for 
the cause of the pain may be far removed from 
the area where the pain is felt, For example, the 
first pain often felt in an approaching attack of 
acute appendicitis may start in the pit of the 
stomach. 


It is safe to say that most of the pains occur- 
ring in the upper part of the body are caused by 
irritations or pressure below the diaphragm. In 
fact, the abdomen including as it does so many 
of the vital organs, is the principal source of 
pain felt in any part of the body. 

As an illustration, the pain felt in headache is 
usually not due to causes arising in the head it- 
self, but is most likely due to a cause lying per- 
haps two feet away, down in the digestive tract 
or in organs closely related to it, Irritation of 
the stomach, sluggishness of the intestinal elim- 
ination, and liver trouble, are the three most 
likely causes of headache. 

Of course, the cause may be in the head itself, 
being due to eye defects, to bad teeth, or to in- 
flamed sinuses, but the great majority of head- 
aches will be found to be due to a cause below 
the diaphragm. 

One of the most common headaches is that 
found in the back of the head and neck. This 
is due in many cases to congestion within the 
reproductive organs, with the uterus and ovaries 
being affected in women and the prostate being 
affected in men. Although the ache may be re- 
lieved by treating the back of the neck by mas- 
Sage or manipulation, nevertheless, the real 
cause will not be removed until the congestion is 
eliminated. 

Aches in back of the eyebrows, and those 
found anywhere along a band three-quarters of 
an inch wide, starting from the other end of one 
eyebrow and extending to the end of the other, 
are usually found to originate in irritation or in- 
flammation of the stomach. 

Abdominal pains are fairly frequent and are 
generally due to the pressure of accumulated 
gas. Pains due to this cause may take on a sharp, 
colicky feature or may be more in the nature of 
a dull, distressing ache. This type of pain may 
be relieved temporarily by drinking hot water, 
using hot applications and taking enemas. How- 
ever, the patient who hopes for lasting relief 
should search for the real cause and remove it. 
Abdominal distress is also due 1n some cases to 
colitis, when it may occur as a localized pain in 
one part of the colon or may occur as a general 
sense of discomfort. 

Hunger pain or pain in the stomach is usually 
an indication of gastritis or stomach inflamma- 
tion. When the pain is especially severe and is 
readily relieved by eating something, it may be 
due to ulcers. However, many of these seeming 
stomach pains are due to trouble in the region of 
the gall bladder. 

A dull pain just below the ribs on the right 
Side may indicate gall bladder involvement, be- 
ing due to an inflamed gall bladder or to gall 
stones. A pain under the right shoulder blade 
at the back is most likely to be a reflex pain 
arising from liver trouble 

I have discussed these various pains, 
the idea of helping you to diagnose your own 
disorders, but merely because many of you will 
find this discussion of interest. In tomorrow's 
article, I shall go on with the discussion.

ANSWER: Chili con carne is a Mexican dish 


composed chiefly of ground-up dried beans, 
dried chili peppers, garlic and various spices 


cooked together. I am unable to recommend it 
as an article of food because of the irritating 
Spices which it contains and because dried beans 
are rather difficult to digest and produce a large 
amount of gas with most people 

QUESTION--L. W. asks: “Will you please 
advise me through the column if food is harmful 
when prepared in a pressure cooker?” 

ANSWER: Cooking with a pressure cooker is 
an excellent way of preparing food and superior 
to most of the older methods where much of the 
flavor is allowed to escape. 

QUESTION—An “Interested Reader” asks: 
“Do you recommend the dry ready-to-eat 
breakfast foods now on the market, such as corn 
flakes, etc?” 

"ANSWER: When these breakfast foods are 
re-toasted they form an excellent dextrinized 
article of food and may be used freely with milk 
or cream except by those who have a tendency 
to catarrh, in which case it would be best to use 
only a small amount of butter. Milk and cream 
are to be avoided by catarrh sufferers on account 
of their mucus-forming tendency.

This is the anniversary of the 
June 15 in 1846 when the Paken- 
ham -Buchanan treaty was signed 
which ended the long dispute be- 
tween the United States and Great | 
Britain over the western boundary | 
of British America, It made the | 


boundary line between British Am- 
erica and the United States from | 
the Rocky Mountains westward “to 
the middle of the channel which 
separates the continent from Van- 
couver’s Island, and thence south- 
erly through the middle of the said 
channel and of Fuca’s strait to the 
Pacific ocean.”

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Nasty Anonymous Letter Received by Cadet 


SUICIDE WHEN 
DESPONDENT IS 
DEATH CAUSE 


Letter Cast Slight Against 
Boy As Connected With 
Chum’s Death 


KINGSTON, Ont., June 15.— 
Cadet H. G. Campbell of Port | 
Arthur received a “nasty” letter | 


last month mentioning his con- 
nection with the death of another 
cadet, a coroner's jury investigat- 
ing Campbell's suicide at the 
Royal Military College was told | 
last night. | 

The jury found Campbell died 
Monday of “a rifle bullet wound, 
self-inflicted in his dormitory at 
the Royal Military College, when 
he was in a state of despondency.”
